Income Taxes

The amount of current anddeferred taxes payable or refundable is recognized as of the date of the financial
statements,utilizing currently enacted tax laws andrates.Deferred tax expenses or benefits are recognized in
the financial statements for the changesin deferredtax liabilities or assets between years,unless clearly
immaterial.

Management reviews its tax positions annually and has determined that there are no uncertain tax positions.

The Company's income tax returns for the years ended May 31, 2015, 2016, and 2017 for both Federal and
State of Oklahomaremain open for examination.

Amortization of lutangible Assets

Amortization is provided on a straight-line basisusing estimated useful lives of three to fifteen years.

Statement of Cash Flows

5. Income Taxes and Deferred Taxes

The current anddeferredportions of the income tax expense are included in the Statement of Operations as
determined in accordance FASC 740-10, Income Taxes. This statement doesnot apply to immaterial items.

The Company's operations are designed to break even,having no - or minimal - profit or losseachyear,
therefore,deferred taxes are fully reserved. There are no permanent or temporary timing differencesother than net
operating losscarry forwards. Current tax rates are 15% Federaland 5% State.

Effective January1,2015,the principal shareholder(100%)sold his interestto another memberof his advisory firm,
who subsequesntly separated from the advisory firm. This created a limitation on the net operating loss
carryforwards under IRC Sec.382. The limitation is computedby multiplying the value of the company at the date
of saleby the long-term tax exempt interest rate aspublished by the IRS. At that time, the rate was2.8%.This
resulted in anet operating loss utilization in the current year of $368. The Company has losscarryforwards of
$1,225,$2,243,$4,062and $2,321 available to subsequesnt years. Theselossesexpire May 31, 2030, 2031,2032
and2033, respectively.

Accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America require management to evaluate tax
positionstaken by the company and recognizea tax liability (or asset) if the company hastaken anuncertain tax
position that more likely than not would not besustained uponexamination by the Internal Revenue Service.
